Claims 15 and 21-24 as presented in the amendments to the claims filed 
09/13/2010 and in the Examiner's Amendment above are allowed over the prior art of 
record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims in this application have been allowed because the prior art of record 
fails to disclose, either singly or in combination, the claimed invention, including a cap 
being initially integral with a body of a lancet and subsequently removable from the body 
by rotating the cap relative to the lancet and a cam mechanism for rotating the lancet 
relative to the cap as set forth in claim 15 and a cam mechanism for converting a 
retracting movement of a lancet holder along a longitudinal axis of a housing into 
rotation of a lancet holder and the lancet relative to the cap for removing the cap from 
the body of the lancet as set forth in claim 21 . 
The closest prior of art of record includes: 
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• US 7,500,967 to Thorley who discloses a cam mechanism, rotating lancet 
relative to a cap and a needle, however, doesn't expressly disclose, teach or 
suggest where the cap is initially integral and subsequently removable or where 
the cap is separate from the housing.
